There is no economic interest ex- 
cept the ofl industry. Guarding the 
approaches of these fields is a line 
of armed strikers prepared to fight 
if necessary to preserve their jobs. 
Although the stopping of automo- 
biles and the examination of their 
occupants have ceased, it is belieyed 
that should another trainload of 
guards or strike breakers come to 
the district, they could reach their 
destination only by force of arma. 

WANT INTERVENTION. 

It is pointed out that should Fed 
eral troops be sent into this district. 
the etrikers would feel they had 
won the strike, for the strikers’ sole 
demands rest upon the intervention 
of the Federal government. 

The strikers have a war chest 
with $500,000, which is augmente: 
with one days pay each week fron 
every union oil worker in the Stat. 
who is employed. It is estima 
that from this source alone th: 
strikers receive more than $56,004, 
each week. Merchants are in 
position where credit to the fuller 
extent must be granted to the union 
men. It its estimated that 
fourth striker ns an automoblle 
and $0 per cent of them are said tc 
have bank accounts. 

But officials of the companies in 
the field declare that delay and in- 
action will cause a collapse of the 
strike by mere inaction. 

“Already,” says the California 0 
Operator, “water has made serious 
encroachment on the oil strata . 
many formerly valuable properties 
and innumerable drilling wells ar: 
likely to be a total loss on account 
of tools and casing freezing in th. 
holes.” 

Production of oil for September

FIRE IN VENTURA. 

Recalling the fateful tragedy of 
five years ago when a |! * 
of women campers lost their lives 
in a forest fire in Sespe Canyon, ten 
miles west of Fillmore in Ventura 
county, an army of fighters is bat- 
tling to prevent the spread of the 
flames which are rapidly gaining 
headway in the dry brush of the 
foothills there.

Mercury Jumps 
Over a Hundred 
in Los s Angeles. 


It was 101 degrees at noon yees- 
terday in Los Angeles. That made it 
the hottest day for four yearse— 
since June 17, 1917—and the highest 


temperature ever recorded here was 
only eight degrees higher—in July, 
1891, It was four degrees higher 
than Sunday's maximum. 

The heat wave, which was general 
In Southern California, probably 
will continue today, but is expected 
to break tomorrow. 

Riverside reported 110 degrees, 
the hottest day in four years; San 
Bernardino, 109 degrees, the hot- 
test late September day for thirty 
years; it was 106 at Pasadena, 
which it the hottest day of 
the year and the hottest September 
day since 1913, and at Pomona the 
maximum was 107 
a September record. 


At Pasadena the schools were 


closed early. Advices from San 
Bernardino said the heat had 
killed the scale on citrus fruit 


trees, which would more than com- 
pensate for any damage to the or- 
chards. 

Other temperatures were: Need- 
les, 106; Red Bluff, 90; Fresno, 94: 
San Francisco, 88; Sacramento, $3; 
San Jose, 92.

One would have expected these women to 
be awed with the unpleasant responsibility 
they had assumed, to be te with the 
fearful stakes imvelved, to be prayerful that 
the worst charges against the prisoner 
could be disprovem and to be taut with the 
memory of the life that has gone in so sor- 
did, so shamefel a way. One would expect 
they would wish to enhance the dignity and 
decorum of a court of such vital justice, to 
ennoble, elevate, hallow the sort of justice 
they aspire to uphold, with a selfless de- 
portment, a silent and impressive, impeér- 
somal cemseeration. And for seme reason 
a vigilence committee that is maugurated 
with a Palace Hotel luncheon, that eats its 
picnic lunch in the courtroom, that powders 
its nose and primps its lips leaves us with 
n feeling that the majesty of justice would 
have been as capably upheld without it— 
even im Sen Francis. 


ALBOA AND TODAY. 

When from the beights ef Darien Vas 
co Nunez de Balboa loo¥ed out on the waters 
of the mighty Paeific on September . 1513, 
the splendid isolation ef America was 
doomed. Moreover, the decree of destiny 
went forth that was mere powerful than 
the Chinese wall of exclusivemess, more 
potent than the mandates of the Hermit 
Nation. The Pacific was to become the 
scene of the world’s greatest activities, the 
stage for civilization’s greatest dramas. 

The discovery of the South Sea four cen- 
turies ago was one of the significant events 
of human histery. To the student ef world 
movements, tinged with cyniciem by the 
trend of three post-war years, # may be 
questioned whether Balboa's find was, after 
all, a blessing to mankind or the opening 
of a Pandora's box of evils upon the world. 
The final answer lies in the lap of the fu- 
ture. 

Not much is known of the early life of 
Balboa: but that he was an adventurer of 
remarkable qualities is attested by the fact 
that withia a few shert months he was able 
to rise from stowaway to Governor, success 
fully getting rid of four bold rivals. Wash- 
imgton Irving thus describes him: “He was 
now about 35 years of age; tall, well formed 
and vigerous, with reddish hair and an 
open, prepossessing countenance.” 

It was during Balboa’s expedition into the 
wild territory of Comagre, a rich and pow- 
erful cacique, that he fret heard that to the 
southward, on the other side of the moun. 
tains, there existed a Vast sea and on its 
coast there dwelt the Incas, a great and 
thriving people. We have a graphic ac- 
count of the dramatic scene in which the 
Spanish avarice was exhibited, when Vasco 
Nunez and Colmenares were measuring out 
@ quantity of gold presented by the eldest 
son of the cacique. A violest quarrel arts- 
ing among the Spaniards, the generous sav- 
age was disgusted in disdain “he struck 
the scales with his fist amd scattered the 
glittering gold about the porch.” Then he 
proceeded to address the astonished Span- 
jards: “Why should you quarrel for such a 
trie? If this gold is indeed se precious In 
your eyes that for tt alone you abandon 
your homes, invade the peaceful land of oth- 
ers and expose yourselves to such suffer- 
ines and perils, I will tell you of a region 
where you may gratify your wishes to the 
utmost. Behold those lofty mountains: be- 
yond those lie a mighty sea. which may 
be discerned from their summit. All the 
streams which flow down the southern side 
of those mountains into that sea abound in 
gold, and the kings who reign upon its bor- 


b ders eat and drink out of golden vessels.

Gold, in fet, is as plentiful and common 
among those peeple of the south as iron is 
among you Spaniards.” 

For weeks Balboa wandered among the 
wilds of Darien, imbued. with new enter- 
prise, fired with a new ambition. The great 
object of his thoughts, the goaf of his fierce 
endeavors, was the “discovery of the sea 
beyond the mountains.” Pighting the In- 
dians who daily disputed his progress, en- 
eountering torrid storms of lightning, thun- 
der and torrential rains, suffering fer went 
of provisions, he fought his way bravely, 
persistently ti! he reached the tep of the 
mountains on the 25th ef September, 1519; 
his unflagging effort was crowned with illus- 
trious success in the brilliant achievement 
—he had discovered the South Sea. Says 
the historian, Gohara: “A little way before 
reaching the summit he ordered his party 
to halt and ascended alone. Looking south- 
ward he beheld the sea, and kneeling, gave 
thanks to our Led for his great mercy.” 
After being joined by his followers, all anit 
ed in praise te Ged, then proceeded to the 
erection of a monument of stones surmount- 
ed ty a wooden cross, “surely the frat 
Christian sign ever raised om these shores.” 

Within a decade after Balboa discovery 
Ferdinand Magellan passed boldly through 
the straits that bear his name and entered 
the greatest of al? oceans, which he called 
the Pacific He succeeded where Columbus 
had failed, in reaching the Bast Indies after 
crossing the broad Pacific. 

Meanwhile, Heruando Cortez had begun 
his conquest of Mexico and the northward 
movement along the Pacific Coast of North 
America. 

This movement was given a special impe- 
tus by the illustrious Juan Rodriguez Ca- 
brillo, whe rewnded the Cape of Deceit in 
early autumn of 1542 and near the end of 
September passed the Ceronado Islands and 
entered beautiful San Diese Bay. Thus 
brave Cabrillo holds the hemor of being the 
distinguished disceverer of Alta Califernia. 

As the Spaniards were the first discever- 
ers of the shores of the Pacific, so they 
were the first colonizers. A leading histo- 
rian of our commonwealth has suggested 
that July 1, 1769, may be regarded as the 
netal day of Alta California, because on 
that memorable day Padre Junipero Serra 
and Capt. Gaspar de Portola reached San 
Diego, thus completing the noteworthy ex- 
pedition that signalized the entrance into 
our fair land. The world knows of the he- 
roic efforts of the earfy Christian missiona- 
ries in Califernia, resulting in the cordon of 
twenty-one’ Francisca missions, from San 
Diego to Sonoma. Life im the Spanish re- 
gime and ‘during the Mexican period has 
been called Arcadian because of the sim- 
plicity and contentment of the people. 

But there began with the very beginning 
of American history a mighty expansion of 
the A race to the westward 
from the Atlantic, which was destined to 
continue until the farthermost Occident 
should be reached. The great Oregon ter- 
ritery was early relinquished by Spain. 
American history entered a new and won- 
drous phase when, on the 7th day of July, 
1846, Commodore John D. Sleat raised our 
flag at Monterey, thus signalizing the con- 
quest of California and marking the fulfill- 
ment of Manifest Destiny's decree. 

Balboa discovered the South Sea; Magel- 
lan breasted its waters; and Cabrillo 
opened the pathway to the north; Serra 
and Portola planted colonies within our 
own confines. All honor to these brave 
leaders 

But it remained for the Americans, in a 
mighty westward movement, to make of the 
Pacific Coast the “Right Mand of the Con- 
tinent.” Traditionally, America has faced 
the Atlantic and Europe; but this view- 
point ts rapidly becoming too restricted. 
Today the typical American is a westerner, 
rugged in his citizenship and with largeness 
of view. 

We westerners are called upon to be full- 
orbed men in the dawn of the coming era 
of the Pacific. It is now beyond the halt 
century since William H. Seward uttered 
his memorable and prophetic words: “The 
Pacific Ocean, with its shores, Ks islands 
and fits vast region beyond, will become the 
chief theater of the world’s great hereafter.” 

In contemplation of the intricate racial 
and social problems coming out of the Far 
East, the incredible possibilities of trade re- 
lations with ortenta! nations, the potentiali- 
ties in the realm of the national, State and 
world relations consequent upon the Wash- 


— 
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vouchsafe to say that Mr. Seward's preg- 
nant words are not nigh unto fulfillment? 

America is indeed another name for op- 
portunity. Balboa discovered to us the 
matchiess sea. We men of California are 
without excuse if we do not, also, like Vas- 
ce Nunez, climb the heights and thrill with 
the vision of our boundless ocean of prom- 
ise. 


TSTRALIA’S UNTILLED ACRES. 

Australia, with territory larger than the 
Onited States and but 5,000,000 population, 
with means of acres of rich soil and nat- 
ural resourees lying idle and unpeopied and 
with her strict immigration laws, is begia- 
ning to recognize her responsibilities to- 
wards herself and the rest of the world, 


Hence there is a campaign on foot by 
which England, the mother country, is to 
contribute half of a $150,000,000 fund to 
ben up a million farms in Australia and 
plage subsidized emigrants upon them. Sir 
Joseph Carruthers of Australia, who has 
undertaken the campaign in England to this 
end, gives the scheme all the earmarks 
of practical charm and has already created 
a good deal of public enthusiasm regard- 
ing it. 

Nevertheless & will never prove much of 
a success so lomg as gevermment subsidies 
are relied upon and private capital is dis- 
couraged in Australia. For, ig spite of the 
hopeless financial complications that Aus- 
tralian peternal governmental igterference 
has resulted in, im spite of the obvious fail- 
ure of the all-toosgumerouws gevernment en- 
terprises which dave almost entirely sup- 
planted private enterprise, in spite of the 
all-round inefiiciency which pervades her 
railreads, her shipyards, her government- 
regulated wheat and wool industries and 
all the other enterprises which her admin- 
istration has undertaken, Australia still 
seems to regard the private capitalist as an 
undesirable citizen and penalizea every pri- 
vate effort out of business. She has nat- 
urally come to adopt a slogan, “Let the gov- 
erument do it,” with the result that the 
government is doing almost everything, and 
doing it badly. 

And this new emigrant subsidy scheme 
is all in line with that attitude. Instead of 
encouraging private capitalists to open up 
the vast, rich, unused areas and inviting 
the European emigrant of spunk, charac- 
ter and resourcefulness to journey to a land 
of opportunity and work his way up to pros- 
perity and independence, Australia is still 
legislating against private capital and pre- 
ferring to buy her immigrants, stake them 
with government money—and show them 
very conclusively that if and when they 
have made good they will but have joined 
the ranks of the hated capitalist and are 
therefore to be penalized. 


Such a scheme must necessarily attract 
the least resourceful, the least ambitious 
type of emigrant, the lean-to type that hopes 
for little aud is satisfied with leas so long 
as tt offers Map security, and must neces- 
sarily discourage men of real ambition, the 
pioneer type, which takes big chances and 
glorious risks while playing for big stakes 
and prosperous indweendence. 

The United Staies has not built up its 
enterprise and prosperity on government 
subsidized immigrants, but upon the pio- 
neering and enterprise of private capital, 
upon “the-land-ofopportunity” idea by 
which a man is limited only by his own 
capacity. 


EVIDENTLY IMPOSSIBLE. 


The Associated Press report that the Sul- 
tan of Zanzibar has gone on a vacation, tak- 
ing his eighty-seven wives, is incre4tble. 
He may have gone om a vacation, in which 
event the press report is in error about tak- 
ing his wives, or he may have taken his 
wives on the trip, but it is certainly not a 
vacation. A great news-gathering concern 
like the A.P. should be more careful what 
it sends out. Statements like the above 
are frightfully misleading and may lead te 
drink.—{ Mexican Post.

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LES DIVORCONS. 
BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


: There is one burning question that 
is even more significant to womes 
than to men—that of diverce, its 
alarming prevalence and all the ilis 
that go with it. 

A great deal of profundity has 
been written about R; everyone is 
concerned with the condition, and a 
small coterie of earmest people have 
formed themselves into an associa- 
tion to revise the present laws on 
the subject, but so far the women's 
clubs have left it severely alone. It 
must be almost the only subject they 
have left alone—and yet it is prob 
ably the one subject that affects 
their sex more than all others. 

But now we have the highly inter- 
esting announcement that the large 
and influential Pell Club is going 
to devote a program to this burning 
question in December. They are go- 
ing to secure first-class authorities 
to inform them on actual conditions. 
and they ere going to ask questions 
from the floor. with members con- 
tributing personal opinions. 

The subject needs to be dealt with 
frankly, fearlessly. from a dozen 
points of view. And we women must 
discover in just how far we are our- 
selves to blame, to just what extent 
some of us are shirking personal re- 
sponsibiiities, while branching out 
into public responsibilities. 

The question of alimony is a pect 
Marly sensitive side of the subject, 
in view of women's boasted inde- 


many just now. And involving also 
the independent wage-earning wife 
as well as the parasite wife, and the 
bahy-and-home specializing wife. 

It is a question in which the apart- 
ment-house, the “aduits-only” land- 
lords, the automobile, the films, mod- 
ern literature, the newspapers, the 
d domestic help, the high cost 


play their part. 

The fact that women bring nearly 
70 per cent of the divorce suits does 
not necessarily imply that men are 
the chief sinners, for, as we well 
know. there is still] any amount of 
masculine chivalry on tap, by which 
the husband pérmits his wife to se- 
cure the decree—even as one Ralph 
Obenchain of present notoriety. 

Time was when all the divorce 
laws favored masculinity and we 
have to admit that they were con- 
servative in the exercise of their 
privileges. Divorce was shameful in 
those days, chiefly because women 
held it so. But directly the laws fa- 
vor the women—and they certainly 
do in most States in the Union-—we 
have a posRive deluge of divorce 
cases. It may be said that it was 
easier for a man to bear up under 
unpleasant marital conditions be 
cause of his greater liberty and 1. 
cense. But women also have much 
of that liberty now and annex a cood 
deal of the license, too; but we are 
searcely Hving up to our fine tradi- 
tions of unseRfish devotion, loyalty 
and patience. There are plenty of 
despicable men, but we have to con- 
cede that despicable women do ex- 
ist and not exactly in negligible num- 
bers. 


At all events, in any discussion ot 


the subject and in placing the blame, 
it will be highly desirable that we 
women. the psychology of 
the problem on the basis that we are 
not entirely guiltiess. We may be 
perfectly good feminists and still ad- 
mit a happy preponderance of vir- 
tee and good principles in the male 
of the species. As & sex we are pass- 
img through a very difficult trans- 
tion period, a test which, while 
bringing out the best in some of us, 
quite ebviously exposes the worst in 
others. The very widening of our 
seope end interests, which has 
proved so joyously inspiring to some, 
has but accorded fearsome opportu- 
nity for graft and license in others. 

A few years ago I was personally 
advised by some women friends, ap- 
parently in good social standing, to 
marry a certain rich man of whom 
I @isapproved, “because, my dear, 
you could stand it for a year, and 
his faults would offer excellent 
grounds for divorce and stiff all- 
mony.” 

Wien one considers some of the 
men who are notorious for plural 
marriages and divorces—amusing fel- 
lows, quite popular with the public— 
one can’t beip quspecting they were 
married on somewhat this basis. 

Hence easy divorce has lowered 
our standards in matrimony, which, 
once, perhaps, samething of a pro- 
fession for women, has now, in some 
cases, become a sumptuous graft. — 

It is therefore gaod news that in- 
telligent, well-balamced women are 
going to tackle this unpleasant sub- 
ject in their organizations. Divorce, 
as Judge Perry Wood has said, is 
often a necessary surgical operation, 
but quite often it is also a maladie 
imaginalre which sltould receive 
every discouragement. At present 
conditions have become so flagrant 
that two out of every three mar: 
riages im some cities are dissolved 
within a couple of years. And one 
doesn’t have to be a sob Aster to 
dilate upen the wretcheduesg shame 
and hideous disillusion this divorce 
prevalence brings upon the children. 
For it isn't only the childless couples 
that get divorces: “the ctistedy of 
the children” is the title of a grim 
tragedy that is being enacted every 
day.
